Louis in the arrest of J. C. Adams, who 
was declared today to be wanted as one 
of the robbers.

known to the police as Jeanette Little, 
in Edwurdsville, 111., early today com- 
pleted the task of the local .police and 
private detectives who had been holding 
Adams since his arrest early Wednesday 
morning.

Stacey, was declared by the detectives 
to be one of the two men who beat Po- 
lice Lieutenant Burns, of Chicago, into 
insensibility in a saloon when he tried, 
single-handed, to capture them on t!/ 
night of Sept. 1?. 


When Adams was arrested 'by the St.
